REMARKS 

Claims 21-24, 32, 36, 39, 42-45, 47-48, 55, 61, 67-70, 74-82 and 84-1 14 are 
pending. The specification has been amended to include the ATCC Deposit information 
for the pHE4a vector. Claim 76 has been amended to recite "an isolated host cell." No 
new matter is added by the amendments to the specification or claims. 

Availability of the Deposit 

Human Genome Sciences, Inc., the assignee of the present application, has
